Substance of the Interview Conducted on January 28^ 2004 



An Examiner Interview was conducted via telephone on January 28, 2004. The 
participants were Examiner Karen A. Lacourciere and Apphcants' agent Andrew WilHams. No 
exhibits were shown nor demonstrations conducted. All pending claims were discussed. The 
Noonberg et al reference (U.S. 5,624,803) was discussed. No proposed amendments were 
discussed. The Examiner agreed to withdraw the rejection of record of claims 1, 2, 9-19, 21, 24, 
and 25 based on Noonberg et al because she agreed that the priority document for Noonberg 
does not provide a description of the instantly claimed oligonucleotides. The Examiner stated 
that this withdrawal removed finality of the last Office Action and that a new non- final Office 
Action would be issued. Moreover, the Examiner relieved Applicants of their obligation to 
respond to the Final Office Action mailed August 26, 2003. Further, the Examiner noted that 
the record of the interview of October 20, 2003 was not entered into the case, and therefore her 
Interview Summary form would constitute the record for the prior October 20, 2003 Interview as 
well as the Interview conducted on January 28, 2004. Correspondingly, this Statement of the 
Substance of the Interview also constitutes the record for the prior Interview conducted on 
October 20, 2003 as well as the Interview conducted on January 28, 2004.
